Washington—The battle for the re- 


peal of the tax on automobile sales 
has opened in the senate. President 
Coolidge and Secretary Mellon 
are 


against repeal but on the other side 
are the automobile companies and or- 
ganizations of automobile and truck 
owners. 
The total influence of 
the 


latter 
was sufficient to cause 
the 


house to eliminate the auto tax from 
the revenue bill and there are indica- 


( tions that the senate may do likewise. 


The item involves a reduction in 


taxes of about $68,000,000 but curious- 
ly enough the amount is not the prin- 
cipal subject at issue on either side of 
the controversy. 
The treasury is in- 


sistent that taxing sales of automo- 
bile is a form of taxation that should 
not be abolished and that the prin- 
ciptU of a sales tax should be retained 
in America's taxation system. It is 
contended by Secretary 
Mellon, for 


instance, that if it ever should be nee.- 
cssary to meet a possible deficit by in- 
creasing- taxes, the very first thought 
that would enter the 
congressional 


mind would be to increase the coropra- 
tion tax and that this would affect the 
automobile companies far more than 
a tax spread out so extensively on au- 
tomobile sales. 


TREASURY EXPERIENCE

protest of business generally.

Lasker produced a check, dated ii_ 


October, 1920, in a campaign in which 
Will H. Hays, the manager for Hard- 
ing', has said contributions were held 
to a minimum of $1,000. 


Lasker made 
a contribution 
of 


SI,000 in September, 1920. He said 
the additional $25,000 was paid in cash 
to the late Fred W. Upham, treasurer 
of the Republican national committee. 


"Whj' did you make it in cash'.' 


Senator Walsh of Montana, 
asked 
Lasker. 


"Because Mr. Upham asked for it 
that way," he replied. 
"I thought 


nothing of it as most politicians like 
to get contributions in 'cash." 


"Oh. that's 
the general 
practice 


around Chicago?" 


"I believe so," Lasker replied. 
The witness explained that Upham 


probably wanted "to distribute 
the 


money around among the state," he 
explained that he was greatly inter- 
ested in the 1920 campaign because 
of hia 
intense 
opposition to 
the 


League of Nations. 


DENIES CONTRIBUTIONS 
The records turned over by Upham 


to his successor, "William T. Hodges, 
credits Lasker with a contribution 
of $5,000 during 1921, 1922 and 1.123.

Last week, Jess than four months 


after the 
hammers 


first rattle of 
signalized the 


pneumatic 
commence- 


ment of the latest expansion project 
of the Oakland Motor Car company, 
the new $3.000,000 car assembly and 
shipping buildings for 
the 
Oakland 


All-American Six were completed and 
pronounced ready for the installation 
of conveyors, processing equipment 
and machinery. 


The speed with which the buildings 


were erected is believed to constitute 
a record for this type of steel, brick 
and concrete construction. 


The 
new structures provide 
the 


company with 580,191 square feet of 
additional floor apace 
besides

more railroad shipping spurs, four of 
them entirely within the walls of the 
shipping building.

Few unwarranted attacks on men in 


public service have been exposed 
as 


quickly and sharply as the Couzens at- 
tack on Secretary of the Treasury Mellon. 
- Senator Couzens charged that Secre- 
Igry Mellon was holding office contrary 
tb law, calling attention to an act passed 
in "the year 1789 which-prohibits the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury "from 
being en- 


gaged in the business of shipping or com- 
mercial enterprise."

charge that Attorney General Reynolds is 
now broadcasting to the people of Wis- 
consin from the stump, a charge that 
when he learns the true facts he shbuld 
unhesitatingly .withdraw, and a charge 
that has brought out the story of how 
Mr. Mellon became Secretary of the 
Treasury.

The 
greatest obstacle iirtlie path of physicians 
and research workers is that the disease 
is inactive for eighteen years. It-is hoped

memorial is 


finished a definite research program may 
discover means to isolate the 
germ , or 


bacillus in its earlier stage. Of the thous- 
ands of children born of 
afflicted par- 


ents, none has inherited the disease, yet 
these non-leprous children are segregated- 
in colonies because their parents have the 
disease, a situation demanding very spe- 
cial study and treatment. 


The American people are faced not .so 


much by a duty as by a privilege; they 
may at one time, and by the one 
effort, 


make it possible to wipe out an old and 
grewsome enemy of humanity and by so 
doing erect to the memory of one of its 
heroic dead such a memorial as could not 
be more worthy and more lasting. It is

WOMEN IN OFFICE 


With the exception of the presidency, 


the vice-presidency, justices of the Unit-' 
ed States supreme court aiid cabinet port- 
folios, women, in the eight years since 
they were given federal suffrage, have 
held almost all the public offices formerly 
monopolized by men. Two women, Mrs. 
Victoria Woodhull Martin and Mrs.-Bel- 
va Lockwood, however, have been presi- 
dential candidates, being- put up in 1872 
and in 1884 by the Equal Rights party. 


The story of the progress that women 


have made in practical politics is told in 
an interesting summary of the status of 
woman in public office that has been pre- 
pared by the National .-League of Women 
Voters. It shows that at present there are 
at least 25 women in responsible 
execu- 


tive positions in the federal government, 
Mrs. Mabel Walker Willeb'randt heading 
the list as the only woman"to serve as as- 
sistant United States attorney general, 
and followed by women of the highest at- 
tainments in scores of offices which they 
are filling with entire satisfaction. 
Two 


women, 
Mrs. 
Nellie Taylor Ross and 


Mrs. M. A. Ferguson;, both Democrats, 
have been elected governors "of slates. Six 
states, Texas,. ^New -Mexico," Kentucky, 
South Dakota, New York and Delaware 
have women secretaries of -state. 


No woman has ever been elected to the 


Unit; I States senate. 


By and large, the 'women v.v.o. have 


been elected to public 'cbfiice "have been as 
satisfactory as the general run of men 
elected to public office, b'Ut'it fs'too early - 
to make a fair "comparison'; eighf'years is 
too short a time in which to observe, es- 
pecially when it is remembered that the 
experience is entirely new to women and 
they have scarcely had time to become 
politically minded.

IMMUNITY TO PNEUMONIA 


A reader, H. M. L.. asks: Wouldn't it be pos 


sible to srrade all ordinary dope for acquiring- im 
munity to pneumonia,.roughly according to its rcl 
ative merit? Say yoli start with the most impor 
tant factor or consideration and mark that 100 ant 
then the other points with their relative values, 
right on down to zero. I. for one, would value youi 
estimate of these I have listed: 


(1.) Keeping- weight up to normal by (a) cod 


liver oil; (b) forced feeding and rest; (c) in- 
sulin treatment, 


(2.) Ultraviolet ray treatment. 
(3.) Natural sunlisht. 
(4.) Vaccines. 
(5) Proper indoor humidity and heat during 


the season of artificial heating. 


(6.) Fresh air during sleeping hours. 
(7.) 
Osteopathic, chiropractic or other me- 


chanotherapy or manipulation. 
I do not know what relative value to attach to 


any of these items, except the last in the list, which 
I should say has a value of 0.00, so far as immunity 
to Dneumonia is concerned. 


Immunity, as I understand it, is a positive state, 


always relative and never absolute; it may be in- 
herited or acquired and once you gain a given de- 
gree of immunity to a given disease it is very dif- 
ficult t,o lose it. Certainly, so far as our scientific 
knowledge is concerned, one cannot lose his im- 
munity to pneumonia from any trifling exposure to 
cold or wet, such as we inevitably encounter in 
every day life. This is not just my."theory;" it is 
a plain statement of a scientific truth, and I chal- 
lenge anyone to produce any scientific evidence to 
the contrary. All animal experimentation, and the 
little human experimentation we have, shows that 
it is practically impossible to rob an individual of 
any immunity he may happen to have. To my mind 
this is a great satisfaction to know. It prevents 
qne from 
worrying over misfortunes that never 


happen. 


We are just beginning t<5 understand that there 


are factors which are essential for the development 
of immunity and if these factors are not available 
the individual cannot develop immunity. (Remem- 
ber immunity is a postitve state, and it is not "re 
sislance.") Some influence in sunlight is such a 
factor; we believe at present it is in the ultraviolet 
rays of sunlight, or ultraviolet rays from any arti 
ficial source. These rays seem to bear some relation 
to the unidentified substance in foods called vita- 
min, specifically one now known as vitamin A. An 
adequate 
supply 
of foods containing vitamin A 


seems to be essential for the development of im- 
munity against respiratory infections including 
pneumonia- Cod liver oil is one source of vitamin 
A; butter fat, egg yolk, pui-e raw fresh milk, and 
green leaves (spinach, celery tops, lettuce, raw cab- 
bage, beet greens, dandelion greens, turnip tops, 
radish tops) eaten raw. Cooking tends to destroy 
the vitamin, though not entirely; the less cooking 
the better. 


There is no evidence that one's weight is of any 


Importance in regard to immunity to pneumonia. 


No vaccine or bacteria has been found to in- 


fluence immunity, though such remedies may be 
valuable in the treatment of certain cases of pneu- 
monia. 
Fresh air probably aids the development of im- 


munity by reason of the ultraviolet influence or 
vitamin influence it carries. There is not enough 
experimental evidence available as yet to establish 
•this supposition as a fact.

but history proves that the average life of a farm 
organization is about t^o years and the before 
mentioned 500 granges all are dead excepting 
South Greenville. 


John L. Pingel was the first Master and Win. 


Perry the first secretary. Mrs. Sophie Kapingst 
has the honor of being the only living charter 
member. 
She is still attending meetings. 


The pioneer members of the organization were 


of the right vision; they did not overlook the 
social and educational advantages of the Grange 
and adhering to these they were able to battle the 
many obstacles that they met in the fifty years of 
life. 


Organized in a log hall known as Congress 


ITall. built duiing the Civil War by an organiza- 
t' ,• oC German settlers, many of whom became 
charter members ot the Grange. 


After a few years a new hall was built, which 


together with all its furniture and working rega- 
lia was destroyed by fire. 


Another hall v\as built which was gradually 


enlarged and improv ed until it has reached its 
present structure, and the organization has a 
membership of about 300. 


South Greenville Grange always took deep in- 


terest in the Grange Legislative Program. 
Dur- 


ing its history, it helped establish the Department 
of Agriculture in the President's cabinet, State 
Agricultural Colleges and Experiment Stations, 
Rural Free Mail Delivery. Parcels Post, "Women's 
Suffrage, Pure Food and Dairy Laws, National 
Aid in TCoad Construction, Binder Twine Plant at 
States Prison, etc. 


The Grange has helped to secure every im- 


portant piece of Agricultural Legislation of the 
past half century.

"Don't use furniture polishes,

When leather is 
in need of cleaning, use a damp cloth 
and a little castile soap. Rinse with 
another damp cloth and dry with a 
clean dry cloth—returning the original 
lustra by rubbing briskly. 


Don't forget that moths will lay 


eggs under slip covers. When using 
them, remove them occasionally and 
brush the furniture as directed.

Appleton's Founts of Knowledge 


Community has access to more than 87,000 volumes 
of books in public, school and Lawrence libraries

PPLETON, long known as an educational 


center also has reason to be known as a 
center of culture and learning- because of 
her library facilities. There are two large 


libraries in the city, the free public library and that 
of Lawrence college, and several small libraries in 
the public schools. The two large institutions make 
more than 76,523 books available to the community 
while the school libraries have 11,376 volumes for 
the use of children. 


There were 81,175 books circulated among the 


community's adult population last year, 17,750 
English non-fiction and 59,931 fiction books. More 
than 2,050 unbound periodicals were lent and 
1,444 foreign books most of which were in the 
German language. 
There has been a gain in cir- 


culation among adults of 15,950 volume* over the 
previous year. 


_ Children in the community are served by a spe- 
cial department of the city library. Last year they 
withdrew 17,452 volumes of English non-fiction 
and 26,915 volumes of fiction books and 321 periodi- 
cals. 
Whenever it is necessary this department 


makes up lists of books to supplement those in the 
school libraries. Most of these books are for general 
reference work. The children's department also 
has several hundred stcrcoptican slides which arc 
available to the community's young people when 
borrowed by responsible persons. 


The public library has no branch institutions 


though in recent years it has, with the aid of ap- 
propriations from the county, set up stations in 
several villages near Appleton.' Money appropri- 
ated for this department is used to purchase new 
books, the library staff giving its time to the work 
free of any charge. There now are 425 volumes 
available for county circulation. 


Stations also have been established in the offices 


of several manufacturing companies and at one of 
the public utility companies. Collections are al- 
lowed to remain at these places until requests are 
made for a change. 


The Carnegie library of Lawrence college has 


over 50,000 volumes which arc available to residents 
of Appleton and the community. They are used 
primarily for reference and research work. Special 
libraries of books dealing 
with art, economics, 


languages and similar subjects have been collected. 


While Appleton boasts excellent library facilities 


many people have long felt that a new" public li- 
brary was necessary to adequately supply the needs 
of the community. 
Not only should a library be a 


place to store books and a place for reference read- 
ing, but it also should have rooms for group study. 
The present quarters have no room for these study 
rooms or for necessary expansion. The community 
will be given a new library building only when the 
people demand it.
